How Two PortnneH Were Made In 
the Uulied »«»ten. 


In 1889 r. T. Barnuin, the great 
showman, journeyed to the Pacific 
coast to visit a relative. On his way 
back east be stopped at ICansas City, 
to see the great Barnuni & BaJley show 
that was then exliibiting In that city. 
The then press agent of the Bamum Sc 
Bailey show, Bert Davis, introduced 
to Mr. Barnnni the editors of the local 
dailies at the former’s hotel. In the 
course of the conversation which nat­ 
urally ^followed Mr. Barnum said:' 
“G ent^nen, Mr. Bailey tells me that 
my presence at the performances of the 
Barnum & Bailey circus is worth $5,QOO.-j 
a day to the show. If this is true, it ia 
my name that is so valuable. It Is 
known in every town, city and hamlet; 
it has become a household word 
throughout the countij. Now, gentle­ 
men, all of this was done by newspa­ 
pers, dnd if advertising can make a 
name wortli $5,000 a day, what ia it 
that advertising can’t do?” 


Before Peats, the wall paper man, 
ditid in 1902 he was a t the head of a 
mammoth paper concern doing a busi­ 
ness of .$15,000,000 a year. Yet In 1891 
Peats- was running a small establish­ 
ment for the sale of wall paper to the 
retail trade on Madison street, Chica­ 
go. W hat was tlie secret of bis won­ 
derful advance in the wall paper busi­ 
ness in comparatively so short a wliileT 
It was advertising. 


A newspaper man in 1892 Induced 
him to experiment with printers’ ink. 

Peats didn’t 
see that he could have too much of a* 
good thing, so he Increased iiis adver­ 
tising appropriation and as his profits: 
doubled he doubled his space in tiie 
nmvBpupers and periodicals, and as hia 
advertising

his

grow. Thus he reached the enormous 
volume of $15,000,000 a year by the 
arithmetical progression of wideawake 
adv(*rtising. In the langruage of P. T. 
Burnuni, himself one of the most ex­ 
tensive advertisers the world has ever 
known, “If advertising can do thia, 
what is it that it can’t do?”—Detroit 
Free Press.

In the soil and fills the pot with roots. 


In repotting plants it is well to shake 
off whatever earth can be separated 
without breaking and injuring the 
roots. Then water and shade for a few 
days. 


The yew tree, almost destitute of 
branches or bark, grows in the Cauca­ 
sus to a height of from 50 to GO feet 
and a diameter of a little over 2 feet, 
it is considered superior to mahogany 
and is almost indestructible except by 
fire. 


Vesretable Acids. 


The antiscorbutic properties of cer­ 
tain vegetables and fruits are in some 
cases of fully equal value to their nu­ 
tritive qualities, and the amount of 
potash salts and mild vegetable salts 
thus contributed to the blood is well 
understood by physicians. The rhu­ 
barb stalk is noted in this respect for 
the malic acid and binoxalate of ppt- 
ash which it contains. The acidity of 
the lemon^ orange and other species of 
the genus citrus is caused by the abun­ 
dance of citric acid In their Juices; 
that of the cherry, plum, peach, pear 
and apple from the malic acid in their 
pulp; that of gooselierries and currants 
—red, black and white—from a mixture 
of malic and citric acids; that of grapes 
from a mixture of malic and tartaric 
acids; that of tbe mango from citric 
acid and a very fugitive essential oil; 
that of the ^marind from a mixture 
'of citric, malic and tartaric acids.

He farther 
says that tlie migrations obsei^ed by 
him in southern Wisconsin occurred 
w9ien the mast was exceedingly abuiH 
dant and the squirrels in good condi­ 
tion. Near Bacine they were observed 
passing southward in very large num­ 
bers for about two weeks, at the end 
of September and the Iwgiiming of 
October, and it was » monih'before 
all had passed. 
They moved along 
rather leisurely, stopping to feed in 
the fields and upon the abundant nuts 
and acorns of the forests. So far had 
they departed from their accustomed

‘W henever the eye 1« In ose its mus­ 
cles are brought into play. Iktok a t «m 
object In the distance o r Jobk a t'a n -i 
other a t close range, and the

forms an imperceptible movenient el-j 
ther of sinking deeper or of '^ing^-out : 
of the socket'in order to adapt i t s e l f ^ 
the range, exactly as a telescope is 
lengthened or. shortened for various 
distances. Every tim e the eye turns .to 
the left or to the right or upw ard or 
dow nward it is controlled by muécles 
th at perform merely the mechanical 
p art of turning the organ of vision. It 
Is in the declhio of these muscles w hew 
most people ought flrst of all to seek 
their complaint. 


“Nothing is sim pler tlian to remedy^ 
this evil. 
Stand erect, gaze straight- 
ahead and throughout the entire exer 
eisc8 hold the Iiead in this position, 
m aking it nccessary for the eyes alone 
and not tlie muscles of the neck to 
come into play during the ensuing gym-' 
nasties. Hold a dim e between tw o fin-' 
gers and extend the â n h straight in 
front as fa r as possible, a t the same 
time I’lveting the gaze on the coin. Al­ 
ways looking a t the dime, approach the 
coin gradually until it Is w ithin four 
Inches of tlie eyes. Then extend to the 
original position and repeat the move­ 
ment. It will strengthen the muscles 
c*ontrolling the ej'cs on range adjust­ 
ment. 


“I*'or tlie second exercise keep the 
liead in the same rigid position as be­ 
fore and, holding the coin extended, 
keep the eyes fastened on it and move 
the arm as far to one side and as fa r to 
the other as the eye can follow the arc 
of (lie sweep. 


“Molding head and arm and coin as 
a t first, raise the arm so high tliat4 h e 
eyes are unable longer to see the coin 
unless !>y an elevation of tlie chin. 
Then lower the hand w ith the coiii shn- 
11arly until It disappears from vision. 


“rerfo n n these exercises faithfully, 
and In two or three days the eyes will 
be brighter and the sight better. Crow’s 
feet will disappear, and the youthful 
vigor when the ej’c w as in its iiighest 
state of filiclency will be restored.”—
